Thisis a
reported decrease of 8 percent from 2010 and a 2.5
percent increase since 2007.

There were more victims in the month of August.
December reported fewer victims.

RATE

The crime rate for this offense was 10.0 for every
100,000 persons. In 2010, the crime rate was 11.0, a
decrease of 1.0 percent.

CLEARANCES

Law enforcement agencies cleared 291 incidents by an
arrest or exceptional clearance out of the 962 incidents
that were reported. This is a reported 30 percent
clearance rate. Thatis a 3 percent improvement from
2010.

VICTIM INFORMATION

Most of the victims (83 percent) of this offense did not
receive any injury. However, 13 percent received
apparent minor injuries and 3 percent received possible
internal injuries.

The most used weapon occurring 46 percent of the

time was a "Personal Weapon" meaning hands, fist,

feet, etc. Forty-seven (47) percent of the victims did
not have a weapon used against them.
